Very soon now comes the ‘‘week’’ in which 
this country will ‘‘Save the Forests.’’ If 
only that important piece of work could really 
be accomplished in one week on concentrated 
effort, how wonderful it would be! For there 
would be the concentrated effort. 

Everybody loves trees. Everybody knows 
by this time a little about the importance of 
forests, ever-renewed, to a thriving nation. 
But not everybody feels a personal responsi- 
bility to any special tree or group of trees 
or to the country’s forests, existing or pro- 
posed. So the adoption of sound national and 
state forestry policies is slow, and a long pro- 
cess of education is necessary. 

That education is what national ‘‘Save the 
Forest Week’’—April 18-24—will help along. 
The single week, no matter what its activities, 
can’t do all its name suggests, but it can push 
forward knowledge of the problem and en- 
thusiasm for its solution. 

A statement of Theodore Roosevelt’s needs 
to be recalled and emphasized at this time. 
He said: 

‘*A people without children would face a 
hopeless future.’? A country without trees is 
almost as hopeless; forests which are so used 
that they can not renew themselves will soon 
vanish, and with them all their benefits. When 
you help to preserve our forests or plant new 
ones, you are acting the part of a good citi- 
zen. 
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California Flowers Go East in 
Millions: 
(Redlands Facts) 


One of California’s most interesting and 
fastest growing businesses, according to H. P. 
Thrall, express traffic manager for Southern 
Pacifie’s lines, is that of supplying cut flow- 
ers to the rest of America. 

Shipped in refrigerator cars, tens of thou- 
sands of blooms leave San Francisco every 
day for eastern and mid-western markets 
where they command a ready market at faney 
prices. 

San Francisco’s annual eastern eut flower 
business, although little more than ten years 
old, has arrived in the $10,000,000 class and 
is inereasing at the rate of twenty-five per 
cent a year. 

In October, 1925, eighty-two full refrigera- 
tor cars, each holding 12,500 large chrysanthe- 
mums—more than a million blooms in all— 
were shipped over the company’s overland 
route to cities along the Atlantic Coast. In 
some instances these blossoms retailed for 
more than $1.50 a stem. Flowers are also 
shipped to Canada and to Mexico. 

From November to March San Francisco 
violets are sold in vast quantities throughout 
the east. Wrapped tightly in waxed paper 
the bunehes are placed in wooden boxes into 
the top of which cracked ice is packed. 

Acacia, heather, straw-flowers, gardenias, 
ranunculi, daffodils, dahlias, and many other 
varieties of fine bowers command high prices 
in ¢astern markets. Properly packed and 
shipped they may be preserved in all their 


freshness and fragrancy for days and even 
weeks after arrival at destination. 

California grown carnations have practic- 
ally driven the eastern hot-house product from 
Chieago and other middle-west city markets. 

According to a survey recently completed 
by Curtis Redfern of the company, whose 
hobby is raising fine flowers, there are about 
250 chrysanthemum growers in the neighbor- 
hood of San Francisco Bay who ship to the 
east. Approximately 100 acres are pianted to 
large-flowered chrysanthemums, with similar 
acreages to both the small or button varieties 
and the large Chinese asters. About fifty 
acres are planted to straw flowers. In one 
green house alone are 100,000 rose bushes pro- 
ducing for the middle-west trade. 

As flowers can be planted very closely the 
acreage statistics give no adequate picture of 
the immense flower production.

“In the restless, shifting 
eurrents of our modern life 
we are sometimes at a loss for 
ideals and standards to help 
us keep our bearings. But a 
higher and finer type of home 
life is one ideal to which we 
ean all hold fast. We have a 
timely duty to stress the value 
of home life now, for many 
forces are at work to weaken 
home and family ties, and in 
the United States, as in most 
other modern nations, many 
groups do not have such good 
shelter as they have food, 
clothing, and many luxuries. 

Home Fundamental 

“The home is fundamental 
because it is the mold in which 
the character of the next gen- 
eration is formed. It is basic 
in our economic system as the 
principal point at which men 
and women consume the final 
products of our farms and 
mines and factories, or adapt 
them to their own needs, as 
any typical family budget 
shows. The primary division 
of labor still lies within the 
family, with breadwinners em- 
ployed outside in our vast or- 
ganized economic structure and 
the homemaker who keeps 
house, prepares food and _at- 
tends to their personal wants. 

‘“‘Most people make their 
home the center of their social 
life, and: spend most of their 
leisure hours there. Home in- 
fluence can be dominant in 
nurturing the religious im- 
pulses which are so needed if 
we are to have a finer, more 
human development of our 
nation.

Each month of this electric era 
in which we live indicates to me 
that the electric meter is the most 
accurate of all barometers for in- 
dicating the industrial business 
and agricultural activities of Los 
Angeles, and the great region of 
Southern and Central California 
which is tributary to our metro- 
polis. An analysis of the business 
of the Southern California Edison 
Company for the first three months 
of this year, as measured by the 
meters which have long been in 
service, and the new ones which 
have been installed, shows that 
we are well on our way in a year 
of strong, substantial and conserv- 
ative prosperity. : 

In a sentence, this fact is veri- 
fied by an increase of 40 per cent 
in the new business of the com- 
pany as compared with January, 
February and March of last year, 
From the first of January to the 
first of April, the new connections 
which we have made were 49,705 
horsepower as compared with 35,- 
$41 horsepower for the same per- 
iod of last year. 


More Power Sold 


Naturally we are all deepiy in- 
terested in the increases in the 
output of our factories, which in 
turn are immediately reflected in 
increased payrolls and more wage 
money which goes direct to the 
retailer and thence through all of 
the channels of business. In that 
connection it is most encouraging 
to note that our new meter con- 
nections for the first quarter of 
1926 were 21,172 horsepower in in- 
dustrial plants, as compared with 
8,361 horsepower for the first quar- 
ter of last year a spectacular in- 
crease of 153 per cent. 

That electricity is coming more 
and more into use for heating, 
cooking and refrigeration, is 
strongly borne out by our records 
over the period which I am dis- 
cussing. They show the new con- 
nections in these 90 days to have 
been 6,900 horsepower as compar- 
ed with 3,196 horsepower for the 
first quarter of last year, an in- 
crease of 116 per cent. The busi- 
ness of cooking electrically with 


electric ranges and of freezing 
electrically with electric refriger- 
























ators is showing a good increase, 
and a large line of new business 
is expected from these appliances 
in the future. 


Electric Energy 


The Edison Company has given 
Southern and Central California 
735,700 horsepower of electrical 
energy—equal to over seven mil- 
lion man-power. This electricity 
has taken the backache out of 
labor—has banished drudgery from 
the home—has given us leisure to 
enjoy the good things in Cali- 
fornia. 


Our great city is very largely 
dependent upon its back country 
and its growth and prosperity is 
of vital interest to all of us. Very 
satisfying reports come from our 
outside territory. Our new con- 
nections for agricultural purposes 
during the first quarter of the year 
wers 10,580 horsepower, and for 
all forms of lighting 11,053 horse- 
power. While these are practical- 
ly the same firm and substantial 
growth in a quarter at which we 
are all looking with intense in- 
terest. 

Increase in Sales 

The combined increase in rev- 
enue for all lighting and power 
for the first quarter of this year| 
was 11.81 per cent, which is well 
over normal. 

In our wholesale accounts, - 
constant loads of railways and 
cement mills shows an increase of 
3.7 per cent, while the sale at 
wholesale to the city of Los An- 
geles municipal system was some- 
what less on account of a more 
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abundant water supply on the 
city’s aqueduct system. 

The total increase in all retail 
power was 28.87 per cent, which 


includes 34.17 per cent for indus- 


trial uses, 19.46 per cent for cook- 
ing, heating and refrigeration, and 
20.39 per cent for agriculture. 

The increase in retail lighting 
for the period was 19.40 per cent 
including 19.49 per cent for busi- 
ness lighting, 10.24 per cent for 
residential lighting, 66.14 per cent 
for street lighting. The latter in- 
dicates the extent to which orna- 
mental street lighting has been ad- 
vanced during the past year 
throughout all of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 


Greater Consumption 

It is significant that throughout 
this entire period of growth there 
is an additional growth in the 
amount of electricity consumed, 
caused by the increased use per 
capita in the territory served. This 
is attributable to the greater use 
of electricity, and the higher stand- 
ard of living which is character- 
istic of the people of our commun- 
ity. 

That conditions are generally 
good, that thrifty people are able 
to make substantial investment of 
their savings is shown by the ac- 
tivities of our securities depart- 
ment. On January ist of this year 
we had 80,269 stockholders nearly 
all of whom reside in the terri- 
tory served by our company. On 
the first of April we had 89,862 
stockholders, an increase of 9,593 
during ninety days. This aggre 
gate thrift of our people totals up 
to the very substantial sum of 
$4,415,400.
